WHEREAS, Amos Nicholson's artistic talents were well known
to those in his unit; he painted the nose art on several of his
squadron's bombers, including images of Snow White & the Seven
Dwarfs and Prince Charming; he co-authored a book of his
exploits entitled "Snow White Goes to War"; after a 2 vyear
stint 1in Japan during the Korean Conflict, he returned to
Aurora and continued to work 1in the painting/decorating

business well into his 80's; and
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WHEREAS, Amos Nicholson was preceded in death by his wife
of 59 years, Rita (Schramer) Nicholson; his parents, Charles
and Elsie; his sisters, Doris, Helen, and Margaret; and his

brother, Burnette; and
